If un irredecnable baok note elreulation is
an evidence of banEropt or bnm{ managed
ranBiug lost lintlons, whbich should bedeprived
of theedr frapcbises or compelied 1o husvand
snd meake avaliable thelr resources, in order
that tbat they mway be prepared at the earllest
day practicable to 1nke up thele dlsnonored ob-
Hgntlong, why shoald not uot an Irredeemable
Government currency be regarded as an avi-
vence of bad mavagement of tne natlonal
firauces, If not padoonl peRnkroptes? And
vhy should not such. widse and egual revenue
laws be enwcted, and sueh econmmy in Lthe uye
of the publle moneys be effected as will enanle
tbe Government elther judiclously to fand or
promptly te redeem (18 honken promises?

The Becreta) y still adheres to tne oplulon 8o
fivquently expressed by him, that a redaction
of (oe puper eircalatlon of the oounatry until it
ppprecinted to the specie standard, was the tros
solution of onr Hnunelal problem, Hat ws this
